BELLERIVE (Benson) $10.00 


A huge, husky, ruffled cream that commands immediate attention, of regal size, form and poise. 
It possesses a rich, smooth glistening sheen. Standards domed and falls semi-flaring. Strong 
42-inch stalks. A vigorous grower and a rapid increaser. H.C. A.I.S. 1949. 


HAPPY VALLEY (Elma Miess) $15.00 


A beautiful, large amethyst or pleroma violet self, with quality marked all over it. The beard is 
intense orange at the base to a lemon yellow at the tip. The falls are exceptionally broad at the 
haft, rounded in form, flaring and ruffled. Standards domed and ruffled with a strong mid-rib. 
The substance is very heavy, plus a delightful fragrance. The spacing of the flowers is excellent 
on good sturdy stems, branched semi-low. Vigorous and floriferous. 40 inches. Early. 


LAKE TENAYA (Elma Miess) $10.00 


One of the most gracefully poised and branched of all the iris. A very vigorous and floriferous 
plant with very lush foliage, topped with the bluest of blue iris, plus an intense yellow beard. 
This flower is of good size and well proportioned to its long graceful stem. The falls are flaring 
to horizontal, the standards domed and slightly lapped. The flower is slightly ruffled throughout 
and of excellent substance and long life. 42 inches. Midseason. 


PLACERITA (Elma Miess) $20.00 


This iris is as exciting to see as gold was to those who discovered this precious metal at Placerita 
Canyon, not far from our gardens and the name to which this flower fell heir. 

Placerita is a burnished gold self much more intense in color and more golden than one of its 
parents, Tobacco Road, and more vigorous in plant habits. There are no haft markings and the 
entire flower glows and sparkles as if sprinkled with dusted gold. The very wide falls are hori- 
zontal. Exceptionally heavy substance with no perceptible fading. Branched low, 36 in. Midseason. 


VIOLET BRIGHT (Carl Taylor) $10.00 


This large ruffled and luminous violet flower of excellent form and good substance is well placed 
on adequately branched 36-inch stems. Hardy in the midwest, with good foliage and vigorous 
growing habits.

Cultural Directions for Bearded Iris 


RHIZOMES will be shipped to you in a firm condition and should 
be planted as soon as possible after they are received. If you are 
unable to plant on receiving them, then be sure to keep the rhizomes 
in a dry and cool place until you can plant them. 


Iris require good drainage and sun for at least one-half day, in 
order to obtain the best results, with abundance of bloom. The soil 
should be moist before planting and kept moderately moist until 
the plants are well established. Care should be taken to not over 
water. If your soil is heavy and poorly drained set the rhizomes a 
little higher than the surrounding soil. The rhizomes should be 
planted so the soil just covers them and no more. Be sure and spread 
the roots well and firm the soil around them. This will anchor the 
rhizomes until the new roots form. Separate your plants every third 
year to get the best results. 


The use of bone meal when planting and both bone meal and well 
rotted manure as a side dressing once each year will usually be suf- 
ficient fertilizing. Be careful that fertilizer of any kind does not

AMOENA: White or tinted white standards with colored falls. 

PLICATA: Stitched or stippled margin color on white back- 
ground. 

VARIEGATA: Yellow or near yellow standards with deeper 
falls which may be veined or solid tones of brown, purple, 
or red. 

BLEND: Combination of two or more colors (one always be- 
ing yellow) . 

BICOLOR: Light or medium standards and deeper contrast- 
ing falls. 

BITONE: Two tones of the same color. 

SELF: An iris of uniform color. 

TEXTURE: Sheen or finish of the petals. 

SUBSTANCE: Thickness of petals.

ACTION FRONT (Cook 1942): One of the best reds, inclined to 
a copper-red with an intense yellow beard. A well formed flower 
with conical standards, and falls that are very wide at the haft, 
with no haft markings to detract. Vigorous, with beautiful green 
foliage. Midseason, 36 inches. Each $1.00 


ALADDIN’S WISH (Murawska 1945): The huge blooms of this 
novel and beautiful iris are a lovely shade of blue with brushings 
of creamy white on the blue. An entirely new pattern that is both 
impressive and pleasing. Vigorous growth and a good increaser.

BLACK FOREST (Schreiner 1945): A very blue-black iris of silky 
finish. This flower is a self with a beard of the same color. A 
medium size flower of excellent substance and flaring form. Mid- 
season.

BLUE FRILLS (Stephenson 1946): A self of clear azure blue with 
the added charm of a blue tinged beard. The roundly formed 
blooms are of heavy substance and smooth glossy texture. A 
lovely iris.

BLUE RHYTHM (Whiting 1945): Large heavy substanced flowers 
close to cornflower blue, softened with a silvery sheen. The stand- 
ards are broad with semi-flaring falls void of haft markings. Its 
splendid branching and vigorous growth together with the many 
other splendid qualities place this flower as one of our finest new 
blues. Mid-season. 40 in. H.M., A.I.S. 1947. Each $4.00 


BLUE SHIMMER (J. Sass 1943): Charming and original is this 
lovely plicata with its waxy white background heavily stippled 
with clear blue. The blooms are of splendid form and substance. 
Tall and beautifully branched. We consider this one of the most 


outstanding iris of the last few seasons. Mid-season. 39 in. 
A.M., A.1.S. 1944. Each $1.50 


BLUE VALLEY (Kenneth Smith 1947): The large flowers are of 
splendid form closely approaching true blue. The flaring falls are 
wide at the haft and delightfully ruffled with the added beauty of 
a lovely metallic sheen. Excellent branching with the flowers well 
spaced. Vigorous and increases rapidly. Mid-season. 40 in. 
H.M., A.I.S. 1947; A.M. 1949. Each $10.00 
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BRILLIANT AMBER (Salbach 1947): Large blooms in brilliant 
shades of amber and golden brown with a cast of pink. The well 
closed standards are of deep amber with a slight pink cast. The 
semi-flaring falls are of bright golden brown with deeper gold 
veining. A deep yellow beard completes this harmonius combina- 
tion. The heavy substanced flowers are beautifully poised on tall 
well branched stalks. Mid-season. 40 in. H.M., A.I.S. 1947.

BRONZED COPPER (Kleinsorge 1943): A brilliant blend with 
standards of garnet-brown shading to golden-brown at the haft. 
Falls coppery-brown suffused with gold and a dash of peacock 
blue in center supplemented with a bright orange beard.

BRUNHILDE (Salbach) : A very large deep blue self with a pure 
blue beard. A tall well branched iris with wonderful substance.

BRYCE CANYON (Kleinsorge 1944): This flower is a pure self of 
distinct warm shades of henna-copper closely resembling the 
glowing colors of the rock formation in the colorful canyon for 
which it was named. Of good substance on well branched stems, 
highly domed standards and broad round falls.

BURGUNDY ROSE (Hall 1946): An iris of strong color value for 
the garden of dark rosy amethyst. The ruffled flowers carry rather 
prominent veins of darker tone. Flowers are borne on h-avy well- 
branched stalks. Free blooming and vigorous. 35 in. Mid- 
season.

CALDERILLA (DeForest 1944): An unusual blend of terra cotta, 
brown and gold. The flowers are large and flaring with wide 
closed standards and are carried on a strong 38 inch stalk with 
four branches.

CALIFORNIA PEACH (Salbach 1941): Peach-pink, salmon and 
lavender comprise the ensemble of this appealing iris. The stand-

CAPITOLA (Reinelt 1940): Larger and better formed Wm. Mohr 
type. Pollen parent of Lady Mohr and many other fine seedlings.

CAPTAIN WELLS (Cook 1941): The glossy finish and absence 
of haft markings is what make this deep maroon iris one of the 
most beautiful. Neat and tailored in form. Splendid habits of 
growth.

CARABELLA (DeForest 1949): Clear self of medium salmon pink 
with a pink beard. The large flowers are of excellent form with 
wide falls and wide closed standards. Good substance and a fast 
increaser.

CASA MORENA (DeForest 1943): The huge flowers are a deep 
rich glistening brown that fairly vibrate life and color. Beard 
brownish orange. A must for those who want the best in this color 
class.

CASCADE SPLENDOR (Kleinsorge 1945): Large beautifully ruf- 
fled blooms of pink tan and apricot skillfully blended. The well 
substanced flowers are broad and full and are borne on extra 
heavy 40-inch stalks, bearing up to 10 flowers. Orange beard and 
yellow style arms. Good branching. Too much cannot be said in 
praise of this lovely iris. Late. A.M., A.I.S. 1947. Each $3.50 


CHAMOIS (Kleinsorge 1944): The very large blooms are of pure 
chamois in color with a satin finish that sparkles as if dusted with 
frost crystals. The color harmony of the smoothly finished falls is 
completed with a yellow beard tipped bronze. Both standards 
and falls of the heavy substanced flowers are waved at the edges. 
Mid-season. 34 in. H.M., A.1.S. 1945; A.M. 1948. Each $5.00 


CHANTILLY (D. Hall 1945): Dainty and charming is this lovely 
ruffled flower of orchid pink. Both standards and falls are so 
heavily ruffled and frilled as to give the appearance of being 
edged with lace a shade lighter than the rest of the flower. As 
this iris was bred from the same line of breeding as the famous 
Flamingo pinks, it should be of particular interest to hybridizers. 
Mid-season. 36 in. A.M., A.1.S. 1947. Each $3.50 
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CHERIE (Hall 1947): An exquisite Flamingo pink self with large 
ruffled blooms and a lovely tangerine beard, typical of the new 
pink iris.
